The latter said the currant feelings of the West Berliner* were wholly 
understandable. The U. S« had considered various coonsar-nxtaaoree and 
co ndole d that moat of them would he co unterpi o du cttve and would provide a 
protest for a renewal of the Berlin blockade. 

As the QanpelTnr knew, Ambassador Sohter condoned, the U. S. had 
aimr wra m\ that It was reinforcing tea Berlin garrison by about 1, 600 men. Thle 
was the kind of treasure the U. 8, thought abould be taken. 

One of the mala purposes of die curxent visit was to gtve evidence of 
U. S, tatezeat la Went Berlin, and the conclaslon oonceraiag coimieiiiunaeuine 
does not Indicate sty mtakenhyi ta ourdetormtnatlon to defend she freedom of 
Want Berlin, our presence In die city, and access thereto* We hope to convey 
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Ajnfrastftrifir Bohlen conclrcieri by asying da Mbs U» S. C tomnsu ssc 
agrees <wf& tho Chancellor ih*c» Chough disagreeable, current darelopmeaca 
do not represent the real Berlin crisis. Our «yw» muat be kept on tbe main 
issoo.
